The capital behind it. is being 


shot away at the rate of tens of millions of dollars a clay. But those 
things were mere broken reeds to lean upon, unless we are further 
fortified against European competition by a very high tariff. 


Tou might sink Europe in the sea tomorrow, and your true 


high protectionist would still go about pale and trembling unless 
he had in his pocket the rabbit's foot of high duties to fend off the 
specter of pauper labor. A Europe with both arms in a sling and 
not a leg to stand on would still frighten him into goose-ilesh un- 
less he had the tariff 
horseshoe over his door. 


So the tariff will no doubt be one of the issues of the next 


presidential election, and if the Republicans win we shall have an- 
other revision of it. The loudest champions of high protection do 
not want an intelligent tai-iff; they want a political one, with the 
usual logrolling.
